Lewis Morrison will appear as "Mephisto" 
m Faust at McKissiok's Opera House. 
The critic of the Boston Herald says of the 
play: 


Lewis Morrison began an engagement at 


the Boston Theater lost night in a spectac 
ular production of Faust. 
The version of 


Goethe's work which he presented was 
made by Bayte Bernard of London. 
The 


general arrangement of the scenes follows 
very closely that made familiar here by Mr. 
Irving, but it should be said that there was 
no evidence of any attempt to copy the 
production of the English manager. 


Marguerite is imprisoned, charged with 


the murder of her mother, and not with 
the killing of hor child, and, indeed, the 
fact that she ever had a child, is ignored. 
This is, no doubt, done purposely, and the 
reasons for omitting it are excellent and to 
be commended. 
Mr. Morrison has staged 


the piece well, and his pictures are effect- 
ive. The electric light ia used with good 
effect in several scenes; the duel, with its 
flashes of electricity, is a startling incident, 
and the apotheosis is interesting, and 
makes a fitting close to the weird and sin- 
gular performance. 
The scene on the 


summit of the Brocken is thrilling and im- 
pressive, as was the case in the Irving pro- 
duction. It holds tbe attention of the au- 
dience, and its close, made brilliant by a 
dazzling display of fireworks, is a novelty7, 
and well worth seeing. 
A great luany 


supernumeraries are used, and these are 
handled with skill, and add to the natural- 
ness and effectiveness of the pictures. 
The lights bave also been cleverly placed, 
and they are utilized with good results. 
Mr. Morrison's "Mephisto" commanded 
attention from the very first scence, and 
his impersonation waa artistic and impres- 
sive. He has a fine face and figure for the 
character, and he looked the ideal demon 
of tho books, barring the tail and the 
cloven hoof, the absence of which is alluded 
to in the text. An intelligent and careful 
actor always, he avoided the tendency to- 
ward exaggeration which the part presents; 
and his facial play, appropriate gesticula- 
tion, and clearness and forcibleness of elo- 
cution were things which were prominent 
iu a performance which must be given 
high praise. 


ARSENIC AND AMMONIA.

Remarkable Contrast In tho Effects 


Two Poisons on the Complexion.

The effects of ammonia upon the com- 


plexion are directly the opposit to that of 
arsenic. The first symptom of ammonia 
poisoning which appears among those who 
work in ammonia factories is a discolora- 
tion of the skin of the nose and forehead. 
This gradually extends over the face until 
the complexion haa a stained, blotched, 
and unsightly appearance. With people 
who take ammonia into their system in 
smaller doses, as with their water or food, 
these striking symptoms do not appear so 
soon. The only effect of the poison that 
is visible for a time is a general unwbole- 
someness and sallownesg of the complex- 
ion, 


Many people are slowly absorbing am- 


monia poison without kuowing it. 
The 


use of ammonia in the manufactures has 
grately increased of late, and it is unques- 
tionably used as an adulterant in certain 
food preparations. 
Official analysis have 


plainly shown its use even in such cheap 
articles of every day consumption as bak- 
ing powders.

A Woman's Queer Will. 


The most peculiar document that ha3 


seen filed at the probate office ia many a 
week came in the will of Lavinia Boyce, 
of Westfield. 
Le-xyis F. Boyce, her hus- 


aand, receives the use and income of the 
real estate on the south side of Orange 
street in that town, but after his death 
.he property ia to be divided into three 
parts by imaginary lines drawn from the 
front to the back of the lot 


Helen E. Amsden, a daughter, is to 


nave the westerly third of the place, one- 
third of the attic and cellar, and three 
rooms on that side of the house. 


Alice B. Hoey, another daughter, gets 


the middle third of the lot, the central 
third of the cellar and attio and the 
rooms on the first floor not already dis- 
posed of, while William L. Boyce, a 
son, is to receive the easterly third of 
the land, the remaining fraction of the 
cellar and attio and the rooms on the 
second story. He is granted the right to 
build a flight of steps on the outside of 
the house to reach his tenement. 


The instrument specifies that all ex- 


penses to the house for outside repair are 
to be borne proportionately by the three, 
while each is to have use of the inside 
stairs and hallways as may be necessary 
in reaching the cellar and garret. In 
order to secure this prize they must pay 
off a mortgage of over $700, ia sums'un- 
equally divided among them and speci- 
fied to exact cents. Minute particulars 
are laid down for the transmission of the 
third of the property first mentioned.— 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 


AlrliifiT tho Sick Kooui. 


The air of the sick room should always 


be kept fresh and pure; in all cases this 
is desirable, in some—as, for instance, 
pneumonia—it is imperative. 
If the 


room is large, and there is one window 
which does not open on the bed, it may, 
if necessary, be kept open two inches at 
the top, and from one to two at the bot- 
tom, 
thus allowing the foul air to escape 


above while a current of fresh comes in 
below. 


If the room is small, with only one 


window, as in the case of what in city 
Louses is called the "hall bedroom," and 
the window is directly at the foot of the 
bod, 
take a large clotheshorse and cover 


it completely clown to the floor with a 
shawl or comforter; place this about six 
inches from the window, which may 
now bo opened with impunity from six 
inches to a foot below and a few inches 
above. By leaving it in this coaditior 
for live minutes the air of the room will 
be wonderfully improved.—Good House-

Milk as n Fire Extinguisher. 


Lightning recently struck the flagpole 


on the Eastford hotel, at Oxford, Md., a 
large building which \vaa formerly tho 
Maryland Military and Naval academy, 
and set fire to the cupola, causing much 
consternation among the guests and 
threatening to destroy the house.
